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REGULATIONS AND COURSES OF STUDY 
FOR 


CONSOLIDATED SCHOOLS 


ACCOMMODATIONS 


SCHOOL SITE 


1. The accommodations for a Consolidated School shall conform to the 
standard fixed by the Public and Separate Schools-Regulations for a Public or 
Separate School. ‘| 

2. The school site shall be selected by the Consolidated School Board in the 
manner set forth in See. 11. of the Public Schools Act, for the selection of School 
Sites. 

3. The school site, before-it is finally adopted, must be approved by the local 
Public School Inspector and by the Minister of Education. 

4, (a) Except for reasons satisfactory to the Minister, the school site shall 
consist of at least five acres; and shall be sufficiently ample to provide separated 
playgrounds for the sexes, ornamental lawns, garden plots, an area for experimental 
agriculture and a small forestry lot containing specimens of the trees and 
shrubbery native to the locality. 

(b) The boys’ playground shall be large enough to provide space for neigh- 
bourhood sports and games. 

5... The plan of the school grounds shall be ee to the approval of the local 
Inspector and the Minister. 


SCHOOL BUILDINGS 


6. Except for reasons satisfactory to the Minister, every Consolidated School 
shall contain, in addition to the ordinary class-rooms, halls, assembly room, 
teacher’s room, etc., as set forth in the Public and Separate Schools Regulations, 
two laboratory rooms, one or both of which may, if necessary, be located in the 
basement, for the teaching of Household Science, Manual Training and Agriculture. 

”. (a) Except for reasons satisfactory to the Minister, every Consolidated 
School shall contain provision for an Auditorium, either separate from the other 
rooms or composed of a suite of rooms which may for this purpose be thrown into 
one by operating folding doors or otherwise, as the plan may provide, but in that 
case, the class rooms so used must be provided with movable desks and such 
Auditorium shall be available as a Community Hall or social centre for neighbour- 
hood activities with the approval of the Consolidated School Board of Trustees. 

(b) The domestic science room shall be available for the same purposes and 
under the same restrictions. 

(c) Where the Auditorium is within the Consolidated School Building | 
such Auditorium shall be used also as an Assembly Hall and shall be deemed to 
satisfy the requirements of the Regulations in that regard. 

8. The plans of all Consolidated School Buildings shall be approved by the 
local School Inspector, and by the Minister of Education, 
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9. (a) Iixcept for reasons satisfactory to the Minister, every Consolidated 
School shall be provided with sanitary inside closets cleared by flushing or other 
device approved by the local Board of Health, the Public School Inspector, and 
the Minister of Education. 

(b) Where outside closets are allowed, they must be so placed ag to be 
accessible without discomfort in all weathers. 

(c) The provisions of the Public and Separate Schools Regulations shall 
govern in all other particulars. 

10. In every Consolidated School, provision shall be made for some form 
of approved artificial lighting to be used for evening neighbourhood gatherings or 
for evening classes. 

11. (a) Every Consolidated School of two or more ordinary class rooms shall 
be heated by a furnace, unless otherwise approved by the Public School Inspector. 

(6) The heating and ventilation of every Consolidated School shall be 
thoroughly tested at least once in each year and shall at all times be under the 
careful supervision of a competent caretaker who shall be responsible to the Board 
and to the Principal for the proper discharge of his duties. 

12. Every Consolidated School of four or more teachers shall make the pro- 
visions set forth on page 20 of the Public School Regulations, for the accom- 
modations of a Kindergarten-Primary Form. - 


EQUIPMENT 


13..The equipment for Consolidated Schools shall be that prescribed for 
Public and Separate Schools; but shall also include the equipment prescribed 
for Continuation Schools where a Continuation School is conducted as part of the 
Consolidated School. 

14. Unless for reasons satisfactory to the Minister, there shall be included 
also a satisfactory equipment for the teaching of Manual Training, Household 
Science and Agriculture, approved by the Provincial Inspectors in these subjects. 

15. Unless for reasons satisfactory to the Minister, the equipment shall 
further include (a) a musical instrument—a piano, an organ, or an instrument 
for reproducing musical records, and (b) a projection lantern and screen and the 
necessary accessories, or a moving picture machine. 

16. The equipment of every Consolidated School shall include an emergency 
medical and surgical chest. The supplies contained therein shall be selected, stored, 
labelled, used and administered in such manner as the School Medical Officer mav 


direct. 





TEACHERS 


1%. The Principal of a Consolidated School shall hold at least the qualifications 
required under the Public and Separate Schools Regulations for the principalship 
of a Fifth Form qualifying for the special legislative grants; and every assistant 
teacher shall hold at least a second class interim certificate. 

18. Unless for reasons satisfactory to the Minister, at least one of the teachers 
in a Consolidated School shall hold the special qualifications of a teacher in Agri- 
culture or Manual Training or Domestic Science: and at least one shall hold an 
elementary certificate in Music, obtained on a Departmental examination or on an 
examination satisfactory to the Minister. 
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POWERS AND DUTIES OF BOARDS 


19. The powers and duties of Consolidated School Boards are the same, 
mutatis mutandis, as those prescribed under the Puhklic Schools Act and the 
Public and Separate Schools Regulations for Public School Boards of Trustees, 
and they shall have power, with the approval of the Minister, (a) to establish and 
maintain, in accordance with the Continuation Schools Regulations, a Continuation 
School as part of such Consoldated School; and (0) with the approval of the 
local inspector and of the Minister to make such modifications in the Secondary 
School Courses as may be expedient to fit them to the special needs of the 
community. 

20. The Principal of the Continuation School shall be also the Principal of 
the Consohdated School. 


TRANSPORTATION 


21. Unless for reasons satisfactory to the Minister, the Board of the Con- 
solidated School shall provide for the use of the school a sufficient number of 
vans for the conveyance of all children of school age within the bounds of the 
school district, subject to the following lhmitations: 

(a) Children residing within a distance of one mile from the school, by 


the travelled route, shall not be conveyed except by special arrangement with the 


Board. 

(b) The parents or guardians of children residing on roads other than those 
along which the vans travel shall send their children to meet the vans at the 
junction of roads, or at such other places as are found most convenient. 

(c) Where pupils in attendance at a Consolidated School have to walk more 
than three-quarters of a mile to meet the conveyance, the Board of such Consolidated 
School shall, subject to the approval of the Minister, have power to make agree- 








ments with the parents of such children for their conveyance, at a per diem — 


amount. 

(d) In case the Trustees refuse upon the application of the parent or guardian 
to make the agreement provided for in (c) above, the question shall be settled by 
arbitration, each party appointing one arbitrator, and these appointing a third. 

(e) The expenses of such arbitration, where any arise, shall be borne aceon 
by the parties thereto. 

(f) Children not resident in the school district, or only temporarily resident 
therein, shall be conveyed only with the approval, in writing, of the Board of the 
Consolidated School. 3 

22. The Board of Trustees shall arrange the routes for the conveyance of 
pupils and shall determine the number of vans, kind, seating capacity, and equip- 
ment, subject to the approval of the 1 Puble Senne! Inspector and the Minister 
of Education. 

23. (a) The Board of the Consolidated School shall advertise in the local 
newspapers for tenders, for the conveyance of children, and shall also post notices 
in at least three public places within the bounds of the Consolidated School 
district, at least thirty days prior to the date assigned for the opening of 
said tenders. Such notices shall indicate the route or routes to be followed, 
the approximate number of children to be carried, the character and equipment 
of the vehicle, if such is to be provided by the contractor, and any further par- 
ticulars necessary to enable those who desire to submit tenders to form an intelligent 
judgment of the conditions and duties required of them, or in lieu thereof, a 
statement of where said conditions and specifications may be obtained. 
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(b) After opening such tenders and considering the same, the Board is em- 
powered to accept or reject any, or all of said tenders, and may enter into contract 
at its discretion, with any person or persons who meet the requirements of the 
written agreement, whether said person or persons have, within the specified time, 
submitted tenderg or not. 

(c) All contracts for conveyance shall be in writing, signed by the Chairman 
and the Secretary of the Board, and sealed with the corporate seal of the section, 
and each contractor shall give a bond to the Board for the faithful performance 
of his duties. 

24. The driver shall have the care and control of all the pupils and shall be held 
reasonably responsible for their comfort, conduct and safety en route. 

25. The Board of Trustees shall authorize the Secretary to make maps or 
plans of the Consolidated School district, indicating clearly transportation routes, 
residences of pupils, etc., and he shall forward one copy to the Public School 
Inspector and retain another on file for reference. 


SCHOOL TERMS AND SESSIONS 


26. During the months from October to March inclusive, with the consent 
of the Minister and the approval of the Public School Inspector, the Consolidated 
School Board may fix the hours for school attendance each day, but in no case 
shall the period allowed for recreation at mid-day be less than one hour, or the 
forenoon and afternoon recesses be less than ten minutes each, and in no case shall 
the hours for study be reduced to less than four hours and a half per day. 

27. In all cases not provided for above the daily periods for study and | 
recreation shall be those established by the Regulations of the Public and Separate 
Schools. 


NIGHT SCHOOLS 


28. The Board of a Consolidated School may establish night schools with 
courses of study proposed by the School Board and the local Public School Inspector 
and approved by the Minister of Education. 

29. All persons resident in the Consolidated School section shall be eligible 
for admission to such classes except pupils who are in attendance at the day school. 


COURSES OF STUDY 


30. The Course of Study in the Consolidated Schools for Forms I to V shall 
be those set forth in the Regulations for Public and Separate Schools except that 
in classes in Form V the Course may be modified on the request of the School 
Board and with the approval of the local Public School Inspector and the Minister. 

31. Where the Consolidated School Board has established a Continuation School 
under the provisions of 19 above, the Course shall be that prescribed for Con- 
tinuation Schools and High Schools, but may be modified to suit local conditions 
at the request of the Board and with the approval of the local Public Schoo] In- 
spector and the Minister. In all other respects, except as hereinbefore provided, 
the Regulations for Public, Continuation and High Schools shall govern. 


INSPECTION 


i. ACADEMIC INSPECTION 


32. The local public school inspector shall be the inspector of the Consolidated 
Schools in his inspectorate. 

33. Where a Continuation School is established in connection with a Con- 
solidated School, such Continuation School shall be subject to such inspection as 
the Minister may direct. 


Ii, MEDICAL INSPECTION 


34. The Board of every Consolidated School shall provide for the medical in- 
spection of the school at least twice in each year by employing for this purpose the 
services of a duly qualified medical practitioner, who shall make such reports to 
the parents and the Minister as may be required by the Department of Education. 
In all cases not provided for above the provisions of the Regulations for Public, 
Continuation and High Schools shall govern. 


Hil. DENTAL INSPECTION 


35. The Board of every Consolidated School shall provide for the dental in- 
spection of the school at least once in each year by employing for this purpose the 
services of a duly qualified dental practitioner, who shall make such reports to the 
parents and the Minister as may be required by the Department of Education. In 
all cases not provided for above the provisions of the Regulations for Public, Con- 
tinuation and High Schools shall govern. 


CONSOLIDATED SCHOOL’ GRANTS 


36 (1) Out of the sums apportioned annually by the Legislature for Con- 
solidated Schools the following grants shall be paid to Boards of said schools 
complying with the Regulations of the Department of Education: 

(a) A fixed grant of $2,000 to the Board of Trustees of each Consolidated 
School in actual operation before December 22nd, 1921, the amount to be paid 
upon the certificate of the Chief Inspector of Public and Separate Schools that the 
school is in actual operation and complying with the Regulations. 

(b) A building grant to be paid on the basis set forth below: 

Ciass I. When the cost of the building and site is less than 5 per cent. of the 
total equalized assessment of the Consolidated School district, 20 per cent. of cost 
of building and site up to a maximum grant of $6,000.00. 

Class IT. When the cost of building and site is at least 5 per cent., but less 
than 10 per cent., of the total equalized assessment of the Consolidated School 
district, 25 per cent. of the cost of building and site up to a maximum grant of 
$6,000.00. 

Class III. When the cost of the building and site is 10 per cent. or more of the 
total equalized assessment of the Consolidated School district, 30 per cent. of 
the cost of building and site to a maximum grant of $6,000.00. 

(c) Grants on Transportation of Puptls. — 

(7) Class I. When the contract cost of transportation is less than 5 mills on 
the equalized assessment of the Consolidated School district, 20 per cent. of contract 
cost. 
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Class II. When the contract cost of transportation is at least 5 mills but less 
than 10 mills on the equalized assessment of the Consolidated School district, 25 
per cent. of contract cost. 

Class Il]. When the contract cost of transportation is 10 mills or over on the 
equalized assessment of the Consolidated School district, 30 per cent. of contract 
cost. 

(wv) In the Districts and unorganized Counties, the grants shall be 40 per 
cent. of the contract cost of transportation. 

(d) An annual fixed grant on salaries, of $100.00 for each full-time teacher in a 
Consolidated School, whose annual salary is at least $600.00. 

(e) An equipment grant for providing the special equipment for Consolidated 
Schools prescribed under Sections 15 and 16 of the Regulations for Consolidated 
Schools, apportioned and paid by the Minister as follows:—For the first year, 40- 
per cent. of the value of such equipment to a maximum of $400.00 and, for each of 
the three years following, 20 per cent. to a total maximum of $200.00. 

5 (f) An imitial equipment grant of 25 per cent. on the value of the approved 
equipment not included in (¢) above; such grant not to exceed a maximum of $200. 





(2) Out of the sums appropriated by the Legislature for Public Schools, the 
Boards of Consolidated Schools that comply with the Regulations of the Department 
D of Education, shall be paid annually, on the same basis and conditions as set forth 

for rural Public Schools in Instructions to School Inspectors, Nos. 12 and 13, and 
in the Regulations governing Public and Separate Schools, the following erants: — 

(a) Fixed grants, grants on salaries paid the teachers, grants on account of the 
grade of the teacher’s professional certificate and the length of his successful exper- 
lence, and the grants on equipment and accommodations. 

(b) Special grants for Fifth Forms, Art, Music, Manual Training, Household 
Science, Physical Culture, Agriculture and Horticulture, School Libraries, and 
Kindergarten and Kindergarten-Primary classes. 


(3) The Boards of Consolidated Schools shall share, on the same basis and 
conditions as set forth for rural Public and Separate Schools, in the apportionment 
of the Special Legislative grant voted for the purpose of encouraging rural school 
trustees to pay adequate salaries to their respective teachers. 


(4) Where a Continuation School is established in connection with a Con- 
solidated School, such Continuation School shall be entitled to Legislative and 
County grants apportioned on the basis and paid on the same conditions as provided 

a ) for in the Act and Regulations governing Continuation Schools. 


(5) Where a Community Hall has been established in connection with a Con- 
solidated School, the Board of such School shall be entitled to the grants as set forth 
in sections 3 and 8 of the Community Halls Act as follows :— 


3.—(1) The Minister (1.e., the Minister of Agriculture) may grant aid to the 
municipal corporation of a township for the purpose of assisting in providing for a 
community hall and the establishment and laying out in connection therewith of 
an athletic field, but such grant shall not exceed an amount equal to twenty-five per 
cent. of the cost of the building or of that part of the building designed for a 

community hall and exclusive of the cost of the lands required for building and 
» grounds, nor shall such grant exceed the sum of $2.000 in any one case, but grants 
may be made for the establishment of more than one community hall and athletic 
field by the corporation of any one township, 
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8. The Minister (1.e., the Minister of Agriculture) shall have power to make ~ 
erants to the board of trustees of any Consolidated School which provides athletic 
grounds of satisfactory area, and a community hall in or in connection with the 
school, on the same terms as herein set forth, except that such grounds and com- 
munity halls shall be managed and conducted under the Regulations of the Depart- 
ment of Education, and such property shall be vested in the boards of the Con- 
solidated School, provided always that the community halls and athletic grounds 
shall be available for the purposes permitted by the Regulations. 


37. Consolidated Schools shall be considered rural schools and the provisions 
of the Public and Separate Schools Regulations shall apply to them in all matters 
not specially provided for in these Regulations; and where a Continuation School 
has been established therewith, the provisions of the Continuation School Regula- 


tions shall similarly apply.
